1. I am a registered patent attorney who prepared and filed the subject patent 
application Ser. 10/668,467 on Sept. 23, 2003. 

2. I have reviewed a Rule 131 Declaration of Sorin Faibish executed on April 9, 
2009, including attached Exhibits A, B, and C, which I am fihng together with this Rule 131 
Declaration of Richard C. Auchterlonie. These Exhibits A, B, and C, are copies of documents 
that I placed in a paper file jacket in about September of 2003 and that remain in this paper file 
jacket in my custody and control.
